OTTAWA, July 2.—(CP) 
—Froclamations urging men 
of military age to enlist in 
the Canadian Active Army 
will be read from the steps of 
city and town halls across 
Canada Thursday and Fri- 
day, national defence head- 
quarters announced today. 

The proclamation will be de- 
livered by military couriers to 
civic officials throughout the Do- 
minion “In an up-to-date adapta- 
tion of an old-time custom,” the 
announcement fronr defence head- 
quarters said. 

Military dispatch riders mounted 
on motorcycles will deliver the 
proclamations to mayors and reeves | 
of all cities, towns and villages in | 
Canada. 


ANCIENT CUSTOM 

“In Canada’s early days when 
freedom was threatened the sys- 
tem of calling the citizenry to the 
defence of their homes was for a 
horseman to gallop to the ou‘lying 
districts with an official proclama- 
tion that was to be read to the pub- 
lic from the town hal] steps,” the 
announcement said. 

“Today, when Canada’s freedom 
is again being threatened, the same 
system is being used, but with a 
modern twist.” 

Terming the proclamations s 
modern “call to arms,” the an- 
nouncement said great cities had 
replaced pioneer settlements and 
modern military vehicles had re- 
Placed horses, but the “need for 
men and the urgency of the situa- 
tion” remsined. 

“With that view in mind,” it con- 
tinued, “nationa] defence headquar- 
ters has issued a modern proclama- 
tion cal Canadians to arms.” 

The proclamations will be .writ- 
ten in old English on parchment 
paper and will be tied with red rib-

BOBTON, July 2.—(AP)—Navy 
Gecretary Frank Knox declared 
flatly Monday night that “the 
time to use our navy to clear the 
Atlantic of the German menace 
is at hand.” 

“Now {ag the time to strike,” he 
said in an address before the 33rd 
annual conference of governors of 
the United States. 

Contending that Russia could hold 
Germany's war machine for “vital 
months in this crucial year,” the 
mavy secretarv said that “for the 
first time since Hitler loosed the 
dogs of war on the world, we are 
provided with a God-given chance 
to determine the outcome of this 
world-wide struggle.” 

“DEFEAT PAGAN FORCE" 

At one point in his address, Knox 
said the United States’ opportunity 
to “vitally aid Britain” had been 
presented “while Hitler is busy 
crushing Russia." He declined to 
amplify later his statement that 
Hitler is “busy crushing” Russia, 

“Now is the time to put in me- 
tion the huge machine we have 
been building since the war 
began,” he continued. “We can 
assure, beyond a shadow of a 
doubt, the defeat of that pagan 
force, and insure a victory for s 
Christian civilization. 

“I would be derelict if I did not 
add that all-of this involves risk 
and danger. It may involve sacri- 
fice to the extreme.” 

Knox urged use of the United 
States navy to clear the Atlantic 
for delivery of war materials to 
Britain while “Hitler has turned his 
back upon us.”

Up To 24 Years

OTTAWA, July 2—(CP)—The 
21-year-old clase of bere bed men is 
expected to provide sufficient men 
so that few 22-year-olds will be 
called to start compulsory military 
training in Canada during July, 
it was sald here Tuesday night. 

But the yovernment has made 
provision for adequate reserves for 
future call-ups by notifying, through 
a proclamation, all single men of 
21, 22, 23 and 24 years inclusive, that 
they are subject to the reserve army 
call. . 

In August it is expected the num- 
ber of men called above the age of 
21 will be greater and it will ine 
crease as time goes on. 

The proclamation calling up 
men of 21, 22, 23 and 24 years for 
four months’ compulsory military 
training was issued Monday night, 
Those 2l-year-olds who already 
have served one month in a mili- 
camp under the old 30-day trains 
ing system will be required to 
serve three months more. 

For this call-up the basis of dee 
termining age is July 1, 1940 as was 

the case when compulsory training 
was inaugurated last year. 

It is anticipated that some 227,500 
men in the 21, 22, 23 and 24 year 
classes will rate as physically fit 
under army standards. Of these 104,+ 
000 already have been called for 
training.

The Reflections Of Rudolf 


If Hess flew to Scotland to ask the 
British to lay off while Hitler smashed 
his wicked Soviet partner, he too might 
write a book on “The Failure of a 
Mission”, For it is evident from word 
and deed that this is precisely what 
Britain and her Allies are not going to 
do. Mr. Churchill gave Berlin the reply 
in set terms, and the R.A.F. is explaining 
what he meant. 

After seventeen successive nights 
of unprecedented attacks on German 
military objectives, the bombers varied 
the program Monday by going across in 
daytime to smash ports and munitions 
centres. They met comparatively few 
‘ Nazi planes, from which two inferences 

may be drawn. One is that the luftwaffe 
is not strong enough in machines and 
men to carry on full-scale fighting on 
both fronts, The other is that the R.A.F. 
night-raiding is likely to evolve quickly 
into an around-the-clock offensive. 

So much for the notion, if there was 
such a notion, that Britain could be | 
hoodwinked into an undeclared truce 
and thus give Hitler a chance to make 
himself master of the Russian wheat 
lands and oil fields. It would be interest- 
ing to know what Hess thinks now about 
Goering's idea of British guilibility. 


A Senator Confesses 


Senator Gerald Nye of North Dakota 
is at least candid about his motive. He 
says he hopes Britain will be defeated 
because that might improve the foreign 
trade of the United States “by removing 
our chief competitor’. It is not often 
that a man so openly exposes himself to 
the contempt of decent-minded people.

Why then should we not be consistent 
and reward those men who have given 
freely of their time and ability in the in- 
terests of the state, by wiping off the 
record the resolution barring titles and 
other honors, and adopting the traditional 
| British atitude in the matter? 

The resolution barring titles to Can- 

adians was the result of a temporary revul- 
sion against them after the last war. This 
was not a revulsion against titles them- 
selves, but against abuses in the conferring 
of a certain few of them. On one point we 
are all agreed. There should be no more 
hereditary titles in this country. Let honors 
g0 only to those who earn them. The reso- 
lution barring titles does not properly rep- 
resent Canadian opinion today. 
_ Lord Bennett of Calgary took the at- 
titude when he was Prime Minister of 
Canada that the resolution passed in 1£19 
was not binding on the Parliament of Can- 
ada in 1930-35. He recommended that the 
public service of certain Canadians be 
recognized by the King, and this was done. 
If, when the Conservatives return to | 
power in the future, the then Prime Min- 
ister takes the same attitude more will 
be honored, The logical development of 
such a hit-and-miss policy will eventually 
result in a Tory aristocracy being built up 
in Canada consisting of knights and | 
their ladies, while deserving Liberals will 
still be plain Mr. Jones and Mr. Smith, and 
will find their places at state functions 
somewhere down below the salt. 

_Canada seems to be British in every- 
thing else. Why can we not share in the 
King's Honors? We see no harm at all in 
Canadians being honored by the King if 
the honors are deserved. We do see quite a 
lot of harm in making all Canadians Com- 
moners by law while our sister Dominions 
of South Africa and New Zealand con- 
tinue te share in Honors lists.

Hun Submarines Are Less Effective Now 


Nature of Battle of Atlantic + 
Rapidly Changing As 
Methods Alter 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 
Throughout Germany, we are told, in- 
tense enthusiasm is still being whipped up 

about the exploits of Nazi U-boats. 

In Berlin, a week ago, the first showing 
of a new film called “U-Boat Westward” 
was accompanied by a : 
great naval display. Ad- 
mirals attended under 
heavy guard and were 
cheered loudly. A naval 
chorus bellowed German 
sea-songs, each one dedi- 
cated to the proposition 
that the Nazi submarines 
would soon sweep British 
Shipping off the seas. ; 

The facts do not seem 
to justify all this exuber- 
ance. 

The German high

command announcements in spite of Hit- 


ler’s own threats and the propaganda 
which has been built around these under- 
sea craft, tell a slightly different story. 

Submarine sinkings of merchantmen 
are still serious enough, but they appear 
to be declining relatively, compared with 
the damage the Luftwaffe has been in- 
flieting on the British supply lines. 

This comparative decline in the effect- 
iveness of U-boats has far-reaching im- 
plications. Convoys preceeding under 
armed escort, for instance, are fairly secure 
against submarine, attack. But they are 


ling airplanes, on the other hand, provide 
some protection against submarines but 


are far more effective against other air- 
craft. 

The actual figures in these assaults on 
shipping, as can be well understood, are 
carefully disguised by the Germans. Not 
since last November have the German 
tonnage totals been accompanied by an 
analysis showing the number of victims 
credited to the various offensive branches. 

At that time, the total was 7,200,000 
tons of which the Nazis said the U-boats 
had sunk 52 percent, the surface raiders 
25.3 percent and the air force 22.7 percent. 

What monthly or quarterly figures that 
have been announced or can be calculated 
from the Germans’ own claims show th>* 
on a tonnage basis the submarines reached 
maximum effectiveness in the period be- 
tween August and November, 1940, when 
they were credited with two-thirds of the 
total sinkings. 

In March of this year it was only 45 

reent; in April, during the retreat from 

reece, it was only about 28 percent; in 
May, it rose again to 40. 

However, as has been clearly shown, 
the number of individua! sinkings listed 
in the daily communiques, rather than the 
monthly or quarterly tonnage totals which 
the Germans claim, seems to provide a 
more accurate picture of the Battle of the 
Atlantic. 

Thus, in the interval since last Sept- 
ember, when the daily communiques have 
been more compete, these show some in- 
teresting peculiarities. 


Queer Fluctuation 


Month for month, and with a regularity 
too great to be mere coincidence, sub- 
marines and aircraft have alternately been 
credited with the lion’s share of the num- 
ber of sinkings, Thus, of the 107 merchant- 
men listed as sunk last October, 78 per- 
cent were credited to submarines and 5.6

“We have come to rely on certain fixed 
customs,” the foreword explained, “which 
are rules in everything but name, the 
knowledge of which simplifies life for 
every one, the ignorance of which unhap- 


comer very humiliating rebuffs, and indif- 


Rules for Everybody 


After this cheering warm-up come 
chapters on who sits next to whom at din- 
ner, who mustn't sit next to whom when 
the dinner gong rings, who can fidget first 
when the meal is over, the order in which 
guests must arrive, the order in which they 
must leave, the proper day and hour to call 
on folks, the correct way to arrive, what 
to say on a visit, how long you must stay 
when you call, and a list of the persons 
upon whom you must call but never with 
the expectation of seeing them.

Visiting a friend or acquaintance in 
Washington is a procedure only slightly 


down for a dive. You just don’t go and 
ring the doorbell, say hello, and sit down 
on the porch for a chat. This paragraph in 


| Washington's Baedeker of Behavior will 


give you an idea of how it works: 


How to Visit 


“The question of what to do about out- | 


of-town friends visiting in Washington is 
often perplexing. Let us suppose that Mrs. 
A. wishes to return the call of a friend 
visiting Mrs, B. and Mrs, B. owes Mrs. A. 
an official first call that she has never paid. 
It is not well bred to ignore Mrs. B, in her 
own house. So, Mrs. A. leaves the cards on 
Mrs, B. as well as on her visitor. Mrs. B. 
returns them, of course, and the incident 
is closed.” 

I don't know who has the calling card 
racket i} Washington, but some one must 
muke a fortune out of it. You never leave 
one card in Washington on a call I gather 
but scatter them around until a maid starts 
sweeping them up. Here is a paragraph 
that illustrates how they must be thrown 
about like confetti: 

“Mrs. A., calling on the B’s, leaves one 
of her own and two of her husband's cards, 
and one extra of both for every additional 
member of the family except young, un- 
married daughters. If Mrs, A. is calling 
on Mrs. X. she will Jeave one of her own, 
and two of her husband's, or if the cards 
read ‘Mr. and Mrs. A..,’ she will leave one of 
these and one extra of her husband's. If 
there is a Miss X and a married daughter 
with her husband at the X's, Mrs. A. will 
leave three of her own cards and four of 


| her husband's or !f she has a double card 


she will leave two of these for Mrs. X. and 
the married daughter and two extra of Mr. 
A’s for the two men.” 

I hate to spoil the reading of Social 
Washington for you by telling you how it 
ends but I must quote a few “don'ts” from 
the last two pages. 

“Don't bring prejudices to other 

ople’s houses, Yuur worst enemy must 
be treated with special courtesy when you 
meet him or her at dinner, It will be all 
the more fun to cut him the next day.” 

“Don't use the word ‘house guest;’ it is 
an unpardonable social lapse. Say ‘a visit- 
ing friend,’ ‘some one stopping with me,’ 
or even a ‘guest,’ 

So in this land of the free I'm going 
home to be brave. I'm going to fill my 
house with house guests and have fun cut- 


) ting them all the next day. 


to aircraft. In November, the situation was 
reversed. Of 86 vessels listed as sunk, 
submarines were credited with 23.5 per- 
cent and the Luftwaffe with 66. December 
changed again with 71.5 for the U.boats 
and 18.6 for the aircraft. 

January and February, on this basis, 
were relatively poor months for the sube 
marines. They were credited with only 
22.2 and 23.3 respectively, while the Lufte 
waffe got the call with 44.4 and 43.4. In 
March, submarines were back to 45 per- 
cent of the 109 vessels listed as sunk, while 
the aircraft's share was given as 40.5. 

In April, the submarines were credited 
with only 25 percent of the listed sinkings 
and the Luftwaffe with 68. More of a 
balance was reached in May when it was 
42 percent for the submarines and 54 for 
the aircraft. ; 

From the German statements there is 
no way of telling what has happened. Un- 
officially, the Germans disclosed that ine 
novations in technique had been developed 
so that the undersea raiders now were 
hunting in packs of five or six, like wolves. 

Two of them probably would be lost 
in an attack on a well-guarded convoy, in 
the belief of neutral experts, but the Ger- 
mans have admitted only a few. 

All this is mysterious enough to show 
that something queer is going on with ree 
gard to the record of submarine successes 
—as issued by the Germans. 


Commanders Rare 


Then there is the matter of leaders. 

A successful submarine command ree 
quires a combination of skill and daring 
that is given to few men. It runs up big 
totals, but takes big risks. 

Only three of the German command- 
ers, Prien, Kretschmer and Schepke, have 
been credited with more than 200,000 tongs 
each. Their combined tonnage represented 
about 15 percent of the total sinkings 
credited to the entire submarine force. 

Two of these have been lost and the 
third is a prisoner. It will be difficult to 
replace them. 

A similar situation occurred in the last 
war when only 20 of the hundreds of Ger- 
rnan sub commanders were responsible for 
more than a third of all the allied shipping 
losses, 

An effective submarine commander is 
even more rare than a great, destructive 
airplane pilot. Aces of the undersea war 
are infinitely more difficult to find than 
| aces of the air, 

Just how many submarines Germany 
actually has is one of Hitler's most closely 
guarded secrets. Like everything else, 
Submarine production has been speeded 
up, “rationalized”, and put on assembly 
line methods, until the output may now 
have reached almost one a day. 

It is possible that Hitler is actually 
using something more than 300 of these 
craft. 

This sounds dangerous and it is dane 
gerous. But the submarines are definitely 
not fulfilling the awesome predictions 
made for then) during the winter months 
by Hitler and Goebbels, 

If even the submarine menace is partly 
froth and fury, the same thing might be 
said with justice of Hitler's other invincible 
fighting arms. 

The Germans are not half so terrible 
| as they try to appear. 


Mail For Soldiers In Canada 


The incomplete addressing of mail ine 
tended for Per (eat at trains centres in 
Canada is the cause of numerous delays in 
delivery. Honourable William P. Mulock, 
K.C., Postmaster General, to obviate this 
Situation, again requests the full co-opera- 
tion of the public in writing out in full 
the correct and complete address on all 
military mail. 

It is essential that the Post Office 
place-name should always be included in 
the addresses of mail posted to soldiers 
still in Canada because their mai! is 
handled by the civil post offices and not by 
the Army Postal Service. The omission of 
the name Of place where the soldier is 
located” has resulted in many such lettera 
and parcels being forwarded to the Bese 
Post Office, where it is found that the Units 
named in the address are still in Canada, 
The resultant delay thus caused, and the 
extra work thrown upon the Canadian 
Postal Corps/in locating the addressees of 
this mail would be entirely eliminated if 
the rules of correct addressing aré ob- 
served, 

Mail delivery in Canada should be ad 
dressed with the usual complete particulars 
Regimental Number, Rank and Name, 
Name and/ details of Unit (ie, Company 
or section, Squadron, Battery, Holding 
Unit, etc ) and name of regiment or branch 
| Of the setvice, in full; and the name of the 
| boat office where the soldier's unit is locat-

There 
are two major advantages in the 
farm preparation of meats. One is 
an economic advantage, and results 
in a substantial saving. And the 
second arises from the satisfaction 
of carving a high-quality roast or 
| ham from an animal that was born 
| and reared on the home farm. 

The widespread interest in pig 
raising and the suitability of pork 
products for curing have contri- 
buted to the particular significance 
| of pork curing as » farm operation. 
The killing and dressing of pigs, 
and curing of pork products are 
| relatively simple processes. Simple 
j instruction along with special care 
should enable any farmer to pro- 
duce a truly high quality product. 

s o s 
W. G. MACEWAN, of the de- 
© partment of animal husbandry 
at the University of Saskatchewan, 
says the first essential in the pre- 
paration of high-quality, home- 
cured pork products is a suitable 
| pig. The heaith of the animal is of 
prime importance. Size, type and 
|condition are other factors that 
| should be considered. 


The carcass from a pig of about 
200 pounds will cut and cure to 
| the best advantage. Pigs of bacon 
| type are favored because of their 
| thon, er state of fatness, is of 

particular importance, because, 
while over-fat pigs are relatively 
wasteful due te trimming, lean 
pigs yield meat that is lacking in 
palatability and keeping qualities. 
Only sows and barrows should be 
selected for farm slaughtering 
and curing.

OPEN VERDICT 

The jury returned an open ver- 
Gict after hearing the testimony of: 
several witnesses. The .verdict| 
Stated that Moise Courchaine came 
to his death from injuries received 
while a passenger in an automobile 
driven by Alphonse Sevigny in a! 
ciash resulting when the car struck 
2 sign post and went into the ditch 
No one was named as being res- 
ponsible for the accident. 

Bellerose said he estimated his 
own speed at between 35 and 40 
miles per hour and, referring to the 
Sevigny car: “They went by me like 
a shot.” 

Bellerose also said the ocgupants 
of the Sevigny car were “hollering 
and waving” as they went past. 
Witness said he had remarked to 
himself that “they won't go very far 
at that speed.” 


CAR HITS SIGN 

Shortly after he saw the car 
strike a sign post and then slide 
from the road into the ditch, turn- | 
ing over two or three times. 

Bellerose said he had seen Al- 
phonse Sevigny take one drink of 
liquor at the dance hall. 

Harvey Delorme of St. Albert,! 
who suffered severe back injuries| 
in the crash, had been driving the 
car to the Beach, but witness con- 
sidered him too intoxicated to 
drive home, he stated. 

Sevigny, taking the stand, de- 
nied that he was drunk, He said 
he was not familiar with the road 
and came to the corner before he 
was aware of it. 


SIX IN CAR 

There were six in the car at the 
time of the crash. Courchaine was 
sitting next to the driver. 

Dr R._ E. Jesperson of Stony! 
Plain testified that Courchaine and 
Delorme were brought to his office 
on the early morning of the accid- 
ent. Courchaine died within five 
minutes. Delorme was removed to 
Edmonton in an ambulance. 

Cause of death was given by Dr. 
J. W. Macgregor as multiple injur-

constant change is apt to unset the 
child. Waters can be so different. 

Boil up a sufficient supply be- 
{oye leaving home. Transport it in 
a tightly-covered glass container 
which has been boiled. Serve the 
child this water in a paper cup. It 
may Not be cold, but it will be 
more thirst-quenching than ice 
water. And much safer. 

If the chi.d is a runabout, you can 
depend uper, the diner or wayside 
eating places to provide fruits vege- 
tables, and packaged cereals Can- 
ned milk oar be used to drink.
